Bo liv ian President Initiated Alliance

WASHINGTON—The v isits of some for­ 
eign p resid ents to Washington can be a 
mere wreath-lay ing waste of time filled with 
offical fol-d e-rol for the p u rp ose of bu ild ing 
u p p restige at home. Or they can influ ence 
the fate of a nation. 
In the latter category is the v isit of an 
ex -school teacher, Victor Paz Estenssoro, 
now p resid ent of Boliv ia, who comes to 
Washington this week. 
Paz Estenssoro gov erns a cou ntry which 
has heen torn by rev olu tion, has more ex ­ 
tremes in geograp hy and climate, faces 
more economic hand icap s than p erhap s any 
in Latin America. 
The ceiling of the p resid ent’s office when 
1 interv iew him in La Paz some time ago 
was p ock-marked with the scars of machine- 
gu n fire The marble-top p ed table at which 
he sat was cracked by a bu llet—a grim re­ 
mind er of the p recariou s life of Boliv ian 
p resid ents. 
Up u ntil that time, tew Boliv ian p resi­ 
d ents had finished ou t their terms. 
Paz 
Estenssoro not only finished ou t his term , 
bu t after an interv al of fou r y ears, was 
re-elected . 
What is imp ortant abou t this fact is not 
the p olitical ambition or achiev ement of one 
man, hu t the fact that it was Paz Estens­ 
soro who initiated the Alliance for Progress 
in Latin America, long before Kenned y p ro­ 
claimed it, and ahead of any oth0r Latin 
nation ex cep t Mex ico and Costa Rica. 
Actu ally , the Boliv ian Alliance for Prog­ 
ress was initiated d u ring the Eisenhower 
ad ministration, and Ike. thanks to the rec­ 
ommend ation of his brother Milton, was 
wise enou gh to su p p ort it. 
This was not easy to d o. For the Alliance 
for Progress, when y ou gel away from its 
glamou r and p rop agand a, is not a rather 
stiff d ose of socialist rev olu tion. 
B o liv ia’s R ev o lutio n 
Here is what had hap p ened in Boliv ia in 
1052 the y ear Eisenhower was elected : 
1. The tin mines had heen seized , taken 
away from p riv ate enterp rise and ru n by 
the gov ernment. Tru e, the tin mines were 
owned by Germans and the v ery wealthy 
Patino, a Boliv ian who liv ed in Paris. Bu t 
ev en so. the United States has consistently 
frowned on the ex p rop riation of p rop erty . 
2. The big land ed estates had been taken 
ov er and broken u p with the land d istribu t­ 
ed to the Ind ian p easants. 
3. Income tax es had been imp osed , so that 
for the first time in 30(1 y ears of Boliv ian 
history the aristocracy at the top were p ay ­ 
ing a commensu rate p ortion of tax es. 
4 . Univ ersal su ffrage was initiated , so 
that for the first time in history ev ery Bo­ 
liv ian, ev en the women, were allowed to 
v ote. 
8. Free ed u cation throu gh a sy stem of 
p u blic schools was started . 
The United 
States has enjoy ed this for more than a 
centu ry , bu t in the y ear 1952, many Sou th 
Americans consid ered this commu nistic. 
Finally , 3.000,000 Ind ian serfs were liber­ 
ated . In the p ast they had been owned by 
the owners of the land . 
If the land was 
trad ed , they went with the land , like so 
many cattle and so mu ch farm machinery . 
This rev olu tion was stiff med icine for a 
Rep u blican ad ministration in Washington to 
ap p rov e of. It was also d ifficu lt for a p ov ­ 
erty -stricken, relativ ely p oor cou ntry to p u t 
across su ccessfu lly . Howev er, shortly after 
Ike entered the White Hou se, he sent his 
brother Milton on a tou r of Latin America, 
and Milton came back to recommend that 
the United States not only back these rev o­ 
lu tionary 
reforms 
bu t 
throw 
sizeable 
amou nts of toreign aid behind Presid ent 
? *i Estensso ra, 


U ps and D o w ns 
The Boliv ian ex p eriment, therefore, be­ 
came in real fact the foreru nner of Ken­ 
ned y ’s Alliance for Progress. 
Long before this, howev er. Sen. Bou rke 
Hickenloop er. the conserv ativ e Iowa Rep u b­ 
lican, v isited Boliv ia in 1954 and told Presi­ 
d ent Paz: “ 1 confers .that 1 came d own here 
with some misgiv ings. Bu t after seeing y ou 
and the su p p ort giv en y ou by the p eop le, 
I hav e come to realize that y ou are fighting 
for p rincip les. 
“ I hav e trav elled in 56 cou ntries,” con­ 
tinu ed the sincere Iowa conserv ativ e, “ and 
nev er hav e I seen more effort on behalf of 
a cou ntry than y ou rs on behalf of Boliv ia. 
If there is any serv ice I can rend er in my 
small cap acity , p lease call on m e.” 
The Alliance for Progress has had its u p s 
and d owns in Boliv ia. As with any cou ntry 
which su d d enly u nd ergoes d rastic change, 
or with any p eop le su d d enly giv en the right 
to v ote, the going has not been easy . 
Boliv ia has not alway s su p p orted the 
United Slates in the OAS. Pockets of com­ 
mu nism still remain in the cou ntry and at 
times 
there 
hav e 
been 
d emonstrations 
against their best benefactor, the United 
States. 
Howev er, the land reform p rogram has 
heen ad ministered so honestly that the Bo­ 
liv ian ambassad or in Washington, Enriq u e 
d e Lozad a, former owner of v ast estates, 
was allowed to keep only six hectares while 
his brothers were giv en twenty . 
Lozad a got only six becau se he was con­ 
sid ered an “ ansentee” land lord , thou gh he 
was absent on a United Nations mission 
working to imp rov e the cond itions of the 
And ean Ind ians, some of whom got his land . 
Ambassad or Lozad a, an id ealist who be­ 
longed to the ru ling aristocracy d oes not 
comp lain. 
"We had it too good for a long while,” 
he say s. “ It’s time the aristocracy mad e 
u se of ou r Paris ed u cations and worked for 
ou r cou ntry .” 
As a resu lt of this land reform, the Ind ian 
p op u lation of Boliv ia, and they constitu te 
90 p er cent—hav e emerged trom p eonage. 
The contrast, as y ou d irv e trom Peru into 
Boliv ia, is significant. 
Contrast to Peru 
In 1959. Presid ent Eisenhower, throu gh his 
then u nd ersecretary of state, Dou glas Dillon 
(now JF K ’s secretary of the treasu ry ) tried 
to encou rage land reform in Peru with a 
grant of $50 million. Nothing hap p ened . 
Kenned y became p resid ent. Still nothing 
hap p ened . The Peru v ian aristocracy d id n’t 
want land reform. Finally when the Peru ­ 
v ian v oters elected a liberal gov ernment in 
1962 p led ged to carry ou t land reform, the 
arm y kicked that gov ernment ou t. 
Only in the last few months, fou r y ears 
after Ike's original $50 million grant, has 
Peru d one any thing like the Alliance for 
Progress started by Boliv ia ten y ears ago. 
The contrast is easy to note. 
Boliv ia's chief p roblem as Paz Estenssoro 
arriv es in Washington is the Commu nist 
strike of Boliv ian tin miners, who hav a 
taken ov er the mines and d ared the gov ern­ 
ment to fire them. Commu nist control of 
the big Catav i and Siglov ente mines has 
been so comp lete that the u nion forbad e any 
ship ment of m aterials or change of p er­ 
sonnel withou t the OK of a u nion committee. 
Fred erico Escobar and lremeio Pimen- 
tele, lead ers of the strike, are card -carry ing 
Commu nists and the Boliv ian gov ernment 
has d ecid ed to hav e a final showd own with 
them. 
The gov ernment has shifted other 
labor to Santa Cru z, has d etermined to let 
the mines remain closed u ntil the Commu ­ 
nist lead ership of the tin miners u nion is 
broken.

He ad d s that if Gold water 
sweep s the state p rim aries “ I 
hard ly 
think 
the 
conv ention 
cou ld d eny him the nomination.” 
You wou ld n't hav e to be an ex ­ 
p ert or an insid er to figu re that 
ou t. 


Tu esd ay this writer listened 
for two hou rs to an ex trem e­ 
ly well - informed 
Rep u blican 
sou rce—who d id n’t want to be 
otherwise id entified —and the to­ 
tal of all he had to say was 
p retty mu ch one big if. 
He was confid ent enou gh abou t 
the p arty ’s chances to say the 
one thing that cou ld cost it the 
election wou ld be a family fight. 
Bu t then, listing Rep u blican 
comp laints 
against 
Presid ent 
Kenned y 's hand ling of d omestic 
and foreign affairs, he conced ed 
his p arty wou ld he in a ‘ hell of 
a m ess” if the Ru ssians p u lled 
their troop s ou t of Cu ba ju st be­ 
fore the election.

He also said Gold water is fill­ 
ing a v acu u m in Rep u blican p ol­ 
itics—and that's one reason his

ation. 


The word v acu u m also p op p ed 
u p on telev ision Su nd ay night 
when Rep . Stanley Tu p p er, a 
Maine Rep u blican, said : “There 
is a v acu u m.

Rockefeller’s 
camp aign has not sta rte ^ y et, 
and I think once it d oes y ou are 
going to find that the man Gold ­ 
w ater is going to be sep arated 
from the issu es he has esp ou sed 
ov er the y ears.”

ation.

On ou r v isit 
here an ad mission was charged , 
hu t it was well worth it. 
Wo­ 
bu rn is ty p ical of what is hap ­ 
p ening to the titled estates in 
England . Death tax es are so 
high that if the p resent gentry 
wants to p reserv e his castle he 
mu st op en it to the p u blic. 
The p resent Du ke is a m aster 
at p u blicity . After his father, 
who was consid ered mad . and 
his eccentric grand father d ied , 
he inherited the title, bu t no 
money . With d eep family feel­ 
ing and a d esire to restore the 
p alatial abbey to its former ele­ 
gance, he and his wife with a 
crew of help ers, s c r u b b e d , 
mend ed and sorted , all the fu r­ 
nishings, p aintings, silv er and 
china and p laced them in the 
p rop er rooms and in Ap ril 1955 
Wobu rn Abbey was op ened to 
the p u blic. 
The estate cov ers 3.000 acres 
and the many bu ild ings are su r­ 
rou nd ed by a high brick wall. 
In the op en field s and mead ows, 
animals graze at will and thou ­ 
sand s 
of 
tame 
d eer, 
bisons, 
bird s and other creatu res roam 
in p eace. The p lace is comp lete­ 
ly commercialized with a p lay ­ 
grou nd for child ren, restau rant 
and tea room, sou v enier rooms 
and soft d rink 
stand s. 
E a r 
p hones are av ailable at a p rice 
and the v oice of the Du ke ex ­ 
p lains each room as one p asses 
throu gh it. 
The entrance room is com­ 
p letely cov ered with shells of 
ev ery size that hav e been fitted 
into cement. To restore this 
room ev ery shell had to be 
washed and p olished . This is not 
a beau tifu l room, bu t ty p ifies 
a nov elty that was p op u lar in 
England a few hu nd red y ears 
ago. 
Qu een Victoria and her con­ 
sort, Prince Albert were fre­ 
q u ent gu ests at Wobu rn, and her 
gold en bed with its elaborate 
hangings 
remains 
as it was 
when she v isited there. A few 
orange blossoms from her wed ­ 
d ing bou q u et are encased u nd er 
glass with other p ersonal trin­ 
kets. 
The gallery of the Du kes, con­ 
tains fu ll length p ortraits of all 
the Ru ssell family who held the 
title Du ke of Bed ford , and their 
lad ies. The p resent Du ke, John 
is p ainted in rid ing clothes. 
Becau se John had su ch an u n­ 
hap p y and p enu riou s child hood 
and y ou th he has become a gre­ 
gariou s showman. His book “ A 
Silv er-Plated Sp oon” contains no 
secrets. He rev eals the scand als 
the 
selfish 
eccentricities 
and 
meanness of his forbears. Be­ 
cau se he cared abou t Wobu rn 
and his heritage, he was d eter­ 
mined to sav e it as a home for 
himself and a mu seu m for the 
p u blic.

The v ic­ 
tim shou ld be mov ed to a car 
on a cot or imp rov ised stretch­ 
er. Great harm can he d one by 
mov ing a p erson who has a 
broken hone withou t first ap p ly ­ 
ing some sort of sp lint. Remem­ 
ber that a slow, gentle jou rney 
will giv e the v ictim a better 
chance 
of 
recov ery 
than 
a 
rou gh, hasty one. 
Most ru ral d octors are well 
trained in treating accid ents, so 
d on’t by p ass them to ru sh the 
v ictim to a big city . Rest and 
p romp t 
treatm ent 
to p rev ent 
shock are what he need s most 
at first. 
There is another hazard that 
is freq u ently attribu ted to hu nt­ 
ing bu t which is really coinci­ 
d ental. That is the su d d en heart 
attack. Since su ch attacks are 
the d ram atic cu lmination of a 
chronic d isease that has been 
slowly p rogressing for y ears, 
the m ere fact of hu nting shou ld 
not he blamed . Ev en on a hu nt­ 
ing trip the attack is more like­ 
ly to come o n while the v ictim 
is sleep ing or resting u nd er a 
tree than when he is u nu su ally 
activ e.
